". expreſt in our former Declarations and Pa- 
pers, fer the ſecuring of the Common Rights, and Liberties, and 
a preſent ſetling of the peace of the Kingdome, In which bulinefle, 
(notwithſtanding the many interruptions and difturbances,with 
daily advertiſements of the indire& and treacherous praQtiſes and 
"WY * Pre- 
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preparations of the Committee of Militia, and others in anda 
bout the Citie of London, and elt{ewhere, tending to a new Warre 
bave cccafioned, to the diverting or retarding of cur procceding 
therein, yet, ) wee have made a progref'c as {peedy 2s the nature 
and weight of fuch a worke would admit, ard having finiſhed the 
ſme, wee have delivered in,an abſtract of the Heads thereot unto 
the ſaid Commiſſioners of Parliament to be treated upon. 


But the Jate pernicious Engagement ſet on fore in the Cicie, ' 


and (much more,) that prodigious violence done to both Hcuſe 
of Parliament on Manday laſt, having wholly. taken -us cff for 
preſent, and rendred all proceedi>g in the way of T reatie there« 
upon tmeerly vaine and hopelefle , untill it ſhall pleaſe God , the 
Parliament be righted and vindicated againſt that violation done 
19 it, and reftored into a Condition of freedome, ſo as the un- 
queſtioned Members of it may. repaire together with ſaferie, and 
proceed according to their juſt freedome. Wee have thought 
goed in the meane time to make this, publique tender of the Heads 
of tke Propulalls to the Confideration of the whole Kingdome, 


wherein though all circumſtances. requiſite to be determined in.. 


an atua'l ſettlcment, be not ſo fully and perfettly expreſſed, ay: 
uponhe Treaty intended ( if-not interrupted, as-before, ) they 
might ſpeedily have been., yet all men may ſee and ur.derſtand 
in theſe the.cffeQ*and* buttome of our deſires , whereupon wee 
have {:ricerely ſtudied, that a preſent peace might be (etled; 
which ſame thing, ( with and after ſuch vindicatton of the Par 
liamept, as may againe render it into a capacitie toeſtabliſhthe 
ſame, ) wee ſball til faithfully endeavour to the utmoſt of our 
powers, and accordingly ſhall expe& the chearfull and heartis
